so serious last week that it waa derided 
to take him to dneiaaail, and place him 
in Ihe College Hill Sanitarium for trewt- 
ment He left here last Friday at noon 
in the care of his brother, Jobo Olem> 
ents, and a friend. Upon their arrival at 
Cincinnati the three stopped in at 
Soman's Raataaiaal, «a fbvrth atraat, 
for supper.
